(1 Kor. 15: 1—10)

Luther sier om det 15de kap. i 1 
Kor. at det helt igjennem handler om 
opstandelsen, hvorfor det vilde høve 
sig bedst at lese og betrakte det i 
paasketiden. 

Men at dette stykke er forordnet 
paa denne søndag synes at vere av 
den grund at de sidste ord stemmer 
med dagens evangelium. Ti hvorvel 
Paulus var en høi apostel, og i sit 
embede hadde arbeidet mere end alle 
de andre, saa roser han sig dog ikke 
av sin egen storhet, saaledes som den 
hovmodige farisæer, men likesom den 
arme tolder bekj ender sin synd og 
uverdighet; og hvad han er det tils¬ 
kriver han alene Guds naade som har 
gjort ham, som var en forfølger, til 
en kristen apostel. — Saa langt 
Luther. 

Det er de som er smaa i sig selv 
som er noe for Gud. 

Paulus var visselig det største av 
alle de vitner Jesus valgte, og Gud 
lot ham faa mange store aapenbarel- 
ser. Ja han var den eneste som saa og 
talte med den himmelfarne Jesus, 
noe Paulus sikkerlig kunde ha rost 
sig av, men Gud holdt ham nede i 
ydmyghet. Naar han sier, “Jeg er den 
ringeste av apostlene, og er ikke verd 
at kaldes en apostel, fordi jeg har for¬ 
fulgt Guds menighet,” da mener han 
hvad han sier. Fra en side seet slaar 
han lag med tolderen som i sin syn- 
denød og samvittighetsangst slog sig 
for sit bryst og sa, “Gud vær mig 
synder naadig.” 

Hvor mange av os har Pauli og 
tolderens sinn? Hvor mange av os 
kan si som Paulus, “Av Guds naade 
er jeg det jeg er, og hans naade imot 
mig har ikke vert forgjeves.” 

Det evangelium Paulus altid for- 
kyndte var at Jesus døde for vore 
syr der og opstod til vor retfertig- 
gjørelse. Hans eneste ros var Kristi 
kors. I Gal. 6: 14 sier han, “Men det 
vere langt fra mig at rose mig, uten 
av vor Herre Jesu Kristi kors, hvor¬ 
ved verden er blit korsfestet for mig 
og jeg for verden.” 

Ingen ros eller ære tilkommer os. 
Det er alt av naade. Ingen av os vaa- 
ger vel at staa frem med farisæeren 
og si, “Jeg takker dig Gud at jeg ikke 
er som andre mennesker.” 

Men mon ikke mange i sin tanke 
mener noe lignende, om de end ikke 
aapent tilstaar det?

Men naar det kommer dertil med 
en at han føler sig som den ringeste 
av alle. og kan stole bare paa Jesus og 
ham korsfestet, da har han intet at 
rose sig av, men kan si med Paulus, 
“Av Guds naade er jeg det jeg er.” 

Eftersom da aarene gaar blir en 
mindre og mindre i sig selv, derimot 
blir Jesus større og ens alt. Da sier 
man med Johannes, Døperen, “Han 
skal vokse; jeg skal avtage.” En saa- 
dau kan Gud faa ophøie.

Den kristnes kors 

Luk. 9, 23. 

Jeg saa engang et billede som fore¬ 
stilte den trange og den brede vei. 
Paa den brede vei gik en flok men¬ 
nesker, muntre og lystige med bren- 
devinsflasker og glas i henderne og 
skjenket hverandre. De danset og 
saa meget stolte ut. Men ved enden 
av veien brendte et stort baal. — 
Paa den smale vei gik nogen nedtryk- 
te, bøiede mennesker, og bar hver 
et kors. De saa ydmyke ut, og en del 
av dem krøp paa knæerne. Men ved 
enden av veien var Jesus, en flok 
engle og frelste mennesker. Dette 
billede gjorde et dypt indtryk paa 
mig. — Kjendemerket paa dem paa 
den trange vei, var korset de bar. 

En far vilde forklare for sin søn 
hvad korset er. Han tok to fyrstik¬ 
ker og la over hverandre saa de dan¬ 
net et kors. Den ene fyrstikken be¬ 
tegnet vor vilje, den anden Guds vil¬ 
je, sa han. Likesom fyrstikkeme 
krydset hverandre, saa krydser 
Guds vilje vor, de kommer paa tvers 
av hverandre. Naar vi skal følge el¬ 
ler gjøre Guds vilje, paa trods av vor 
vilje, vor gamle natur — det — er 
korset. Det gjør veien trang, det 
blir den kristnes kamp. 

Korset legges paa den kristnes 
skulder i og med omvendelsen og føl¬ 
ger med til veiens ende. “Vil nogen 
komme efter mig, han maa fornekte 
sig selv og ta sit kors op og følge 
mig”, sa Jesus. Det ser ut til, efter 
Jesu ord, at man kan £aa korset for¬ 
bi. men Jesus formaner os til at ta 
korset op.

Uten kors, in¬ 
gen krone. Ulydighet mot Guds aand 
kan føre til død. La ds ikke unddra 
os korset eller bøie av. La os med 
vort kors stille os ind under Jesu 
kors, det gir os kraft og gjøre byr¬ 
den lettere. Korsets smerte og lidel¬ 
se skal virke taalmod, og taalmod et 
prøvet sind, og nyt haap, men haa- 
pet beskjemmer ikke. Igjennem 
korsets smerte skal selvlivet dø, der¬ 
ved skal vi beredes for himmelen. 
Den som vil berge sit liv, skal miste 
det. Den som mister sit liv for Jesu 
skyld, skal berge det. Særskilte syn¬ 
ders 1 bek jendel?é for mennesker kan 
være et tungt kors. Salig den som 
bøier sig og tar op ogsaa dette kors. 
Korset gjør ydmyke kristne. Den 
ydmyke faar naade. Lydighet og tro 
gir sjelen fred og ro.

LARS LINDEROT 

En kort biografi indsendt av 

Ole 0. Brekke, Kandahar, Sask. 

Av de mange trofaste herrens 
tjenere blandt det skandinaviske 
folk er der serlig en som fortjener at 
mindes, skjønt jeg tror at han er 
blit nesten glemt. Jeg tillater mig 
derfor at bringe Hyrdens lesere en 
kort beretning om denne mands liv 
og virke. 

Lars Linderot blev født den 7 
august, 1761, i Jørlanda sogn i Bo- 
huslehn, Sverige, hvor hans far, en 
regimentskriver, levde i middels go 
de kaar. Fra sit fjerde til sit ty vende 
aar levde Lars med sine foreldre i 
Kongelv hvor han, som han selv si¬ 
ger i sin prediken paa anden søndag 
i faste, “tilbragte en uforstandig 
barndom, og en del av en flygtig 
ungdom.” Her vaaknet allerede hans 
lyst til den geistlige stand. “I Kon- 
gelves kirke har jeg saa godt som i 
min barndom begyndt at øve mig i 
det embede som jeg nu beklæder, og 
prøve den byrde som i 12 aar har 
hvilt paa disse svake skuldre.” I den¬ 
ne kirke prediket han allerede før 
han hadde fyldt sit 16de aar. 

I 1778 blev han student ved Lund 
Universitet. Efter at ha underkastet 
sig de bestemte eksamina blev han 
den 21 april, 1787,, indviet til prest. 
Den 15 desember, 1790. blev han an- 
sat som personel kapelan ved Gøte¬ 
borg Domkirke, hvor han tilbragte 
de følgende ti aar, og hvor han holdt 
de fleste av sine predikener. Hans 
virksomme liv blev brakt til en has¬ 
tig ende paa søndag den 23 , mai, 
1811. da han midt under sine em- 
bedsforretninger i Lindome kirke 
pludselig tok syk, og døde nogen ti¬ 
mer senere i sognets klokkergaard. 
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(Fortsat fra side 1) 

Som prest var Linderot av stor 
betydning for baade samtid og ef- 
terverdenen. Vel hørte han til dem 
som helst ringet med stormklokken 
blandt en sovende slekt, men i hans 
tale fandtes ikke alene malmets lyd 
men ogsaa kjerlighetens og evange¬ 
liets milde toner, og derfor kunde 
den baade vekke og lokke til opmerk- 
somhet paa det evige livets ord. Et 
bevis paa det var at Linderot snart 
kaldtes til at predike i Gøteborg hvor 
der ennu fandtes ører som hverken 
var for fine til at høre sandheten 
forkyndt i sin rene og strenge klar¬ 
het, eller begjerlige efter de senti¬ 
mentale predikanters graatvekkende 
ord. 

De som levde paa den tid, og som 
hørte ham, kunde fortelle at det var 
en glede at se prester fra alle kanter, 
fra by og land, samle sig saa ofte 
som deres egne embedsforretninger 
tillot det for at høre den skjeldne 
predikant. De kunde ogsaa fortelle 
at de aldrig hadde hørt noget lignen¬ 
de som da Linderot prediket paa 
klagedagen efter Gustav Adolfs død, 
eller paa den første morgen av det 
nye aarhundrede, eller naar han i en 
prediken beskrev de store begivenhe¬ 
ter som vil finde sted paa den yder- 
ste dag. 

Den indre ro og glede som Linde- 
rots skrifter vidner om at han var i 
besittelse av ledsagedes i hans ydre 
liv av megen uro. Da han fandt sin 
største glede i at predike uro og op- 
rør i et syndigt menneskehjerte, saa 
var det rimelig at nogen blandt dem 
som følte sig truffet igjen fandt gle¬ 
de i at bringe uro tilbake i hans 
hjerte. Men alt dette formaadde dog 
ikke at utslette det elskede minde 
han erhvervet sig hos sine vennei, 
heller ikke den store aktelse endog 
hans fiender hadde for hans navn. 
Den største anledning til uro synes 
han forresten at ha hatt i sit eget 
hus, i sin kone, som slet ikke skal ha 
veret i harmoni med ham. 

Hans Nilsen Hauge levde paa 
samme tid. Han var født den 3 april, 
1771, og var altsaa ti aar yngre. 
Begge disse mend var trofaste tje¬ 
nere i den lutherske kirke. Deres 
store livsopgave var at vinde sjele 
for Herren paa en tid da den rasjo¬ 
nalistiske tidsaand herjet i de skan¬ 
dinaviske land. Den sidste utgave av 
Linderots skrifter blev trykt paa 
Capelens Forlag i Kristiania i 1880.

From the District Convention 

The first session opened at 8:00 
p. m. on Wednesday evening, July 
16th, with a large crowd in atten- 
dance. Opening prayer by Dr. Iver 
Iversen was followed by the reading 
of Psalm 130, after which a prayei 
session was held in which many took 
part. 

Pastor K. Bergsagel of Kyle, 
Sask., delivered the opening sermon 
based on Mark 4:26—32. Pastor G. 
O. Evenson. dean of the Saskatche- 
wan Bible Institute, bid the conven¬ 
tion welcome. Dr. Iver Iversen paid 
touching tribute to the departed 
pastor Hj almer Holland, of Rose 
Valley, Sask. 

On Thursday Rev. H. E. Jorgen- 
sen, editor of “Lutheraneren”, spoke 
on “Church Publicity.” With ample 
and interesting illustrations the 
speaker made plain how proper 
publicity becomes a powerful factor 
in church work. 

Rev. A. E. Iverson, executive se- 
cretary of the Amended Pension 
Plan, gave an informative lecture on 
the plan. He mentioned that two- 
thirds of the pastors and about 100 
congregations in the district had en- 
dorsed the plan to date. Discussion 
followed. It was decided that the 
appointment of contact men for the 
Pension Plan in each circuit and 
congregation be considered at the 
fall circuit meetings of the district. 

Friday was taken up with the 
hearing of a large number of reports 
on the various activities within the 
district. Pastor K. O. Kandal spoke 
in the Norwegian language on the 
topic, “Seeking the Lost”, the first 
address on the general theme: “Our 
Home Mission Responsibility”. He 
warned against forgetting the in¬ 
dividual. We who have been taught 
the Word carry a tremendous res¬ 
ponsibility. It is a fearful thing to 
have the light, and then refuse to 
walk in it. 

Rev. K. A. Knutson spoke on the 
second part of the theme, namely, 
“Seeking the Lost on the Frontiers.” 
The frontiers may be very near to 
each one of us. It is where the un- 
saved are. On these frontiers the 
devil is ve^y busy. Many are led 
astray by the so-called pleasures of 
the world, and others by false teach- 
ings. One false teaching leads to 
another. 

Dr. J. A. Aasgaard spoke at the 
Friday evening session. His address 
concerned itself mainly with what it 
means to be lost and what it means 
to be saved. It is our precious heri- 
tage in Word and Sacrament which 
has the power to reclaim the lost and 
the erring. That is what the disciples 
were given to use, and that is what 
we have been given. 

On Saturday morning the Creden- 
tial Committee reported the presence 
of 31 pastors, 37 delegates, and 3 
advisory members. 

Elections resulted in the following: 
Vice president, Pastor K. Bergsagel, 
term, 2 years; Secretary, Pastor B. 
O. Lokensgaard, term, 2 years; As- 
sistant Secretary, Pastor Milo E.

Dr. J. R. Lavik delivered a lecture 
on the theme, “The .Sacrament of the 
Altar and health.y Christian life in 
the Church.” ,He stated that the 
present time calls for self-examina- 
tions. What are our essential convic- 
tions? Are wet on the right course? 
The speaker emphasized the right 
use of the Sacrament by Christians, 
and right administration by the 
Church. 

Business followed. 

It was moved. seconded, and car¬ 
ried that the convention endorse the 
appeal, from Camrose Lutheran Col j 
lege that its subsidy be raised to six 
or seven thousand dollars, to enable 
the accreditation for_Junior College 
work. 

Motion carried that the next 
District meeting begin about the 
first of July. 

Pastors K. O. Kandal. A. H. Sol¬ 
heim, and A. K. Odland were elected 
to serve as District Evangelistic 
Committee. Another motion urging 
that each circuit also elect an Evan* 
gelistic Committee of three was 
similarly carried. 

As a substitute for the Working 
Committee’s recommendation that 
an Evangelist be elected at once, it 
was decided that Rev. G. 0. Evenson . 
be used as Evangelist during the 
ensuing year for as much time as he 
can spare. In that connection, anoth¬ 
er motion was passed: “If ’it shall 
prove impossible to carry out decis- 
ion of convention re: District Evan¬ 
gelist, Be it resolved that we urge 
our Church’s Home Mission Board 
that an additional Evangelist be 
elected, and arrangements be made 
for our District to get one of our 
Evangelists six months each year, 
and that the Committee on Evan- 
gelism arrange the route for the 
Evangelist. This matter to be pres¬ 
ented to the Home Mission Board by 
the Committee of Evangelism.” 

Sunday, July 20th, marks a mile- 
stone in the history of the Nor¬ 
wegian Lutheran Church of Canada 
with the ordination to the mimstry 
of Mr. John Precht by Dr. J. A. Aas¬ 
gaard, president of the Norwegian 
Lutheran Church of America. Pic- 
tures will be published in a later 
issue of Hyrden.

God Has not placed us in this world to live a purposeless existence, 
but that our lives are to f it into the great plan which He has and is car- 
rying out for the world.

“Who can say what power a Church could develop and 
exercise if it gave itself to the work of prayer for God’s power on His 
servants and His Word, for the glorifying of God in the salvation of 
souls?” 

Our lives become “rich toward God” in the measure that we give 
ourselves in His service — that out of our lives may spring forth “ri- 
vers of living water”. 

Life becomes “rich toward God” as we give of our means for the 
furtherance of His Kingdom-building program. Giving is self-expression. 
The self-interested life is not the “abundant life”. Christ gave Himself 
that we might become rich! The Lord does not value the gift in ac- 
cordance with its size but computes its value in accordance with the 
attitude of the heart. 

“Christian Stewardship is not the offering of the odds and ends of 
our* time, talent, and material possessions to God, but whole-time ad- 
ministration of all our powers and possessions for God”. (Crawford) 
This is a complete life and thus a life that becomes “rich toward God” 
as we live it out for Him. —B.

From Hastings Lake Bible Camp 

We are pleased to give “Hyrden” 
readers another brief glimpse from 
the promising and prospering Luther 
League Bible Camp at Hastings 
Lake, Alberta. Above “snap” taken 
on Sunday, July 13th, gives only a 
faint indication of the “mob” of 
people then present. Someone coun- 
ted over four hundred cars along the 
lake shore. True, these had not all 
come to attend the camp Services, 
but making a little trip of inspection, 
we discovered “our own” every- 
where. 

Contrary to former experiences, 
we had this year favorable weather 
from beginning to end, and the total 
enrollment reached a new all-time 
high of 235. Pastors of the Camrose 
and the Edmonton circuits served a 
instructors, and Evangelist E. L. 
Scotvold conducted the evening 
evnngelistic meetings. 

As will have appeared already, it 
is not our purpose here to give any 
detailed report on the activities of 
the camp. These are much the same 
everywhere. We only wish to record 
some general observations, and per¬ 
sonal reactions. 

The camp was characterized 
throughout by Christian fellowship 
of the highest order. Those young 
people did not only seek and find 
wholesome fun and beneficial recre- 
ation. At the open meetings a sur- 
prisingly large percentage took part 
with prayers and testimonies. and 
several publicly acknowledged 
Christ their Lord for the first time. 
Infractions of camp rules and dis¬ 
cipline were so few as to be scarcely 
worth mentioning, exceot in so far 
asl they did remind us that nothing 
here on earth is ever perfect. 

It is real tonic both for body and 
soul to have the privilege of spen- 
ding a week’s time in suqh fehowship 
ard in such surroundings. Somehow 
the great Apostle’s admonition, 
“Rejoice in the Lord alway, again 
I say, Rejoice,” takes on new mean- 
ing and real significance. The general 
spirit of the whole thing acts like 
a dynamic fo’*ce, repelhn rr and r e- 
jecting some. it is true, but drawing 
and challenmno- many more to face 
Christ and to te Lo a stand for Him. 
Such are bie- claims, but based on 
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makes no apology for declaring him- 
self completely sol 1 on the Bible 
Camp movement. Through it God is 
offering us unparalleled opportuni- 
ties for soul winning, and just as 
surelv as soul winning is the prime 
objective of all church work. just as 
surelv do our Bible camps deserve 
the undivided good will, prayers, and 
active support of members of all 
ages. 

We like to add one word more. In 
order that the Camp may not become 
a detached mountain top experience 
only, lét there be careful and prayer- 
ful follow-up work, lasting perhaps 
throughout the remainder of the 
year. “Him that is weak in the faith 
receive ye.” (Rom. 14: 1) What a 
challenge that presents to older, ex- 
perienced Christians! What a grie- 
vous sin to neglect to minister to 
those young souls who at Bible 
Camp in f ear and trembling first 
made known their desire to belong 
to and to follow Jesus their Savior!
